61  by  gift ;  the  largest  gift 
of  the  year  was  that  of  64  volumes  presented  by  Mrs.  Her- 
bert D.  Underwood,  Winchester.  .Mass..  only  a  part  of 
which  have  been  catalogued.  We  have  had  presented  a 
beautiful  marble  bust  of  Dickens,  by  Mr.  and  Airs.  E.  0. 
Punchard,  also  a  colored  landscape  by  .Miss  Wright. 
Through  the  warm  weather  we  were  fortunate  in  being  re- 
membered very  frequently  with  flowers  for  the  loan  desk. 
Looks  and  magazines  have  been  received  from  the  follow- 
ing: Miss  Harriet  Johns,  Airs.  W.  J.  Bateheldei*,  Airs.  Lois 
Aioody.  Mrs.  Underwood,  Gene  Carroll,  Pittsfield  Librarian, 
Airs.  .Frank  Fletcher,  Mrs.  Will.  Newton,  Air.  Walter  New- 
bert.  Air.  E.  0.  Punchard,  Airs.  James  Hackett,  Concord 
City  Library,  Miss  Carrie  Wright,  A  Friend,  Airs.  Morri- 
son, .Mrs.  S.  Ar.  True,  Air.  William  Wiggin,  Dr.  W.  .V. 
Megrath,  Miss  Fannie  Robinson,  Airs.  Charles  Hall,  Aliss 
Lertha  Batchelder,  Mrs.  E.  P.  Jenkins.  Several  years  of 
old  bound  magazines,  from  the  fifties  up,  have  been  donated 
to  the  library,  including  Harper's  Round  Table,  Leslie's 
Weekly,  Gody's  Ladies'  Book,  Argosy.  GraniU  Monthly, 
Putman's,  etc.  These  invaluable  gifts  of  periodicals, 
bound  or  unbound,  of  to-day  or  of  years  past,  are  always 
welcome. 

Interest  in  the  current  magazines  was  never  greater; 
eleven  of  the  twenty-four  we  have  are  given.  Early  in  the 
year  it  was  decided  to  give  the  Branches  their  choice  of 
three  current  magazines. 

A  magazine  agency  has  been  established  in  which  all 
newspapers  and  magazines  can  be  obtained  at  tin1  lowest 
prices.  We  shall  be  glad  of  the  support  of  the  townspeople 
in  this  enterprise.  Our  first  picture  exhibit  is  a  set  of 
photographic  prints  of  the  Civil  War. 

No  book  has  been  lost  to  the  town  since  the  open- 
ing of  the  library,  but  in  this  time  five  children's  maga- 
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zines  have  been  destroyed  by  the  borrowers.  The  increase 
in  nature  study  has  been  met  by  the  addition  of  books  in 
that  line ;  other  additions  have  been  Grant 's  Memoirs, 
Draper's  self -culture  for  children  (ten  volumes),  Bible 
illustrated,  late  books  of  fiction,  with  new  books  and  maga- 
zines on  gardening. 

Early  in  the  year  a  "'book-binding  kit"  was  purchased 
and  186  books  have  been  rebound  at  a  cost  of  eight  cents  a 
book,  which  is  less  than  one-third  of  the  cost  if  sent  to  a 
bindery. 

Books  from  the  State  Library  have  been  freely  loaned 
and  have  proved  invaluable  in  looking  up  special  subjects 
desired. 

The  above  report  covers  in  a  general  way,  I  believe,  the 
work  of  the  library  during  the  year  1911.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Board  of  Loudon: 

I  have  the  privilege  of  submitting  to  you,  and  through 
you  to  the  citizens  of  Loudon,  my  second  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools.  This  is  the  third  in  the  series 
of  such  reports.  A  report  of  this  nature  is  assumed,  I 
take  it,  to  review  to  some  extent  the  work  of  the  year 
past,  and  to  outline  some  of  the  hopes  and  reasonable  ex- 
pectations of  the  year  ahead.  I  shall  consider  not  merely 
what  has  been  but  also  what  may  be. 

School  work,  like  work  of  every  kind  that  aims  to  be 
progressive,  has  not  only  its  encouraging  features  but  its 
discouraging  features ;  it  has  not  only  its  ups,  but  its 
downs.  Progress  is  never  a  steady  movement  forward. 
A  moment's  thought  will  convince  us  of  the  futility  of 
expecting  this.  I  am  sure  that  we  may  truthfully  say 
that  the  resultant  of  the  ups  and  downs  of  the  past  year 
has  been  an  upward  movement.  The  general  work  in  the 
schoolroom  has  shown  an  improvement,  which  you  had  a 
right  to  expect.  It  is,  however,  far  from  being  of  the 
standard  it  may  become.  There  has  been  a  general  brac- 
ing up  and  toning  up.  There  has  been  improvement  in 
the  teachers'  work  and  in  the  pupils'  work.  Of  course, 
this  is  manifest  in  some  schools  more  than  in  others.  I 
find  the  children  thinking  better,  reading  better,  and 
more  disposed  to  work.  Hard  work  is  as  essential  to  suc- 
cess in  the  schoolroom  as  elsewhere  in  life.  I  wish  to  call 
attention  particularly  to  the  good  work  being  done  by 
Mrs.  Ilackett  at  the  Village  primary  in  teaching  the  be- 
ginners to  read. 

Four  pupils  entered  higher  schools  in  September  from 
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Loudon  schools,  two  on  examination  and  two  being  cer- 
tified by  the  superintendent  of  schools.  Two  entered  at 
Concord,  one  at  New  Hampton,  and  one  at  Tilton.  They 
are  all  doing  good  work.  This  year  there  are  fourteen 
pupils  from  Loudon  attending  high  schools  or  academies. 
This  is  a  creditable  number.  A  still  larger  number  will 
probably  be  in  attendance  next  year.  There  has  been 
paid  out  during  this  year  over  $500  for  the  tuition  of  these 
pupils.  It  is  probable  that  $600  will  be  needed  to  cover 
this  expense  for  next  year. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  twenty-eight  weeks 
of  school  at  the  Village  and  at  the  Yellow,  and  twenty- 
nine  weeks  at  the  other  schools.  I  need  not  remind  you 
that  this  is  below  the  minimum  fixed  by  the  state  for  a 
share  in  the  apportionment  of  certain  school  appropria- 
tions. The  year  ought  not  to  fall  below  a  minimum  of 
thirty  weeks.  For  the  entire  period  seven  schools  have 
been  in  session.  At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  it  was 
found  advisable  to  re-open  the  Clough  Hill  school.  Since 
that  time  eight  schools  have  been  in  session. 

Our  teaching '  force  has  undergone  numerous  changes. 
At  the  opening  of  the  spring  term  Miss  Evangeline  Cal- 
kin, of  Franklin,  Mass.,  took  the  Brown  school  in  place 
of  Miss  Trussell,  who  resigned;  Miss  Helen  M.  Kenney 
succeeded  Miss  Knapp  at  the  Ridge  school;  and  Miss 
Grace  I.  Leach  assumed  the  work  at  the  Yellow  school, 
Mr.  Allen  having  been  forced  to  resign  because  of  ill 
health.  Miss  Kenney  had  had  previous  experience ;  the 
others  were  without  experience.  At  the  close  of  the 
spring  term  Miss  Miriam  Bartlett,  who  had  taught  the 
Village  grammar  school  very  acceptably  for  nearly  three 
years,  resigned.  Miss  Bartlett  is  a  teacher  of  ability, 
dignity  and  ambition,  a  woman  whose  influence  in  the 
schoolroom  and  without  makes  for  the  very  best.  Her 
going  was  a  distinct  loss  to  the  school  and  to  the  com- 
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munity.  Miss  Evelyn  Reed,  of  the  Fitchburg  Normal 
School,  succeeded  Miss  Bartlett.  When  the  Clough  Hill 
school  was  opened  Miss  Mabel  Osgood  was  transferred  to 
this  school,  and  Miss  Ida  Chamberlain  was  given  the  Pearl 
school.  Miss  Chamberlain  had  had  a  year's  experience  in 
teaching.  She  has  done  well.  At  the  close  of  the  fall 
term  Miss  Ida  Sleeper,  who  had  taught  the  White  school 
for  more  than  eight  years,  felt  obliged  to  give  up  her 
work,  temporarily  at  least.  Miss  Sleeper  is  a  teacher  of 
wide  experience,  strength  and  ability,  and  of  a  type  fast 
disappearing.  Such  a  vacancy  is  not  easily  filled.  Miss 
Gladys  Spaulding  accepted  the  position  and  lias  done 
creditable  work  during  the  winter  term. 

The  task  of  securing  desirable  teachers  for  the  small 
country  schools  is  yearly  becoming  a  more  difficult  one. 
The  reasons  for  this  are  several.  Other  things  being 
equal,  the  ambitious,  well-trained,  well-equipped  teacher 
will  accept  the  school  of  twenty-five  or  more  pupils  in 
preference  to  one  of  ten  pupils.  At  a  meeting  held  at 
Pittsfield  last  May  I  heard  a  good  citizen  of  Loudon,  in 
discussing  the  needs  of  his  town,  make  this  significant 
and  pertinent  remark:  "One  great  need  of  Loudon  is 
more  boys  and  girls."  He  was  entirely  right.  The  com- 
paratively small  number  of  children  and  their  scattered  dis- 
tribution present  the  most  serious  of  the  problems  in  the 
management  of  the  schools  of  this  town.  Since4  the  open- 
ing of  the  schools  in  September  you  have  supported  eighl 
schools.  The  total  number  of  pupils  enrolled  for  the  two 
terms  was  one  hundred  five;  the  smallest  number  in  any 
one  school  was  five  and  the  largest  number,  eighteen.  The 
average  membership  for  tin1  same  period  was  about 
ninety-two.  The  average  attendance  for  the  fall  terra 
was  eighty-eight ;  for  the  winter  term,  seventy-eight.  The 
total  of  the  weekly  salaries  paid  tin4  eight  teachers  .was 
$68.    The  very  high  cost  per  pupil  for  teaching  alone  is 
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at  once  apparent.  Furthermore,  the  expenditure  for 
transportation  during  a  part  of  the  winter  term  amounted 
to  $13  per  week,  and  at  no  time  was  it  less  than  $9.  Apart 
from  the  high  cost  per  pupil  for  teaching,  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  pupils  are  so  scattered,  there  is  a  distinct  educa- 
tional loss  to  the  pupils  themselves.  Mere  numbers  breed 
enthusiasm  and  spirit,  and  that  wholesome  rivalry  which 
is  found  in  the  school  of  reasonable  size  the  school  of  five 
or  six  can  seldom  know. 

Our  attendance  during  the  year  has  in  general  been 
good.  With  the  exception  of  two  schools,  the  regularity 
has  been  nearly  as  great  as  could  reasonably  be  expected. 
At  the  Yellow  school  it  has  been  bad.  During  the  winter 
term  the  average  attendance  was  a  little  over  four.  After 
the  first  of  January  at  no  session  were  there  more  than 
four  present,  and  on  two  days  there  was  but  one  present. 
Here  was  a  case  of  decided  low  efficiency.  Furthermore, 
during  this  term  of  eight  weeks  there  were  ninety-live 
tardinesses  in  this  school.  Considered  either  from  an 
educational  or  financial  standpoint,  the  continuance  of  a 
school  under  such  conditions  seems  lamentably  extrav- 
agant. The  attendance  in  the  schools  outside  the  village 
fell  off  considerably  during  the  latter  part  of  the  winter 
term.  Children,  particularly  small  ones,  can  come  to 
school  more  easily  and  comfortably  in  warm  weather  than 
in  cold,  stormy  weather.  Would  it  not  be  feasible  to  open 
the  schools  outside  the  village  earlier  in  the  fall  and  close 
them  by  Christmas? 

The  repairs  that  have  been  made  have  been  confined 
almost  exclusively  to  the  White  school.  A  new  floor  has 
been  laid,  new  seats  and  desl  s  installed,  and  the  interior 
thoroughly  renovated  with  paint  and  paper.  The  build- 
ing is  much  more  wholesome  and  attractive.  Certain  of 
the  other  buildings  are  in  need  of  similar  treatment.  A 
thorough  cleaning  should  be  followed  with  paint  and 
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paper.  An  attractive  and  wholesome  schoolroom  will  not 
hurt  the  pupils.  On  the  other  hand  it  will  very  likely  do 
them  much  good.  The  attractiveness  not  only  of  the  ex- 
terior but  also  the  interior  of  the  public  library  building 
at  the  village  is  not  the  least  of  its  features  which  help 
to  make  it  an  institution  of  worth  to  the  community.  For 
the  most  part  the  walls  of  our  schoolrooms  are  without 
decoration.  They  are  not  even  blessed  with  maps,  an 
indispensable  equipment  for  the  efficient  teaching  of 
geography  and  history. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  condition  and  needed  re- 
pairs in  case  of  several  of  the  sheds  and  outhouses.  What- 
ever else  the  school  should  be  concerned  with,  it  certainly 
should  be  concerned  with  the  good  health  and  morals  of 
the  children.  The  studies  of  the  schoolroom  are  of  small 
moment  compared  with  these. 

Several  of  our  schools  are  not  provided  with  proper 
nags,  others  have  not  proper  means  for  displaying  them. 
The  statutes  require  that  each  school  be  provided  with  a 
fiag  and  that  the  same  be  properly  displayed.  A  good, 
whole,  clean  flag  flying  over  a  school  is  evidence  that  in 
one  particular  at  least  the  school  is  alive. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  one  hundred  fifty-eight 
visits  to  the  schools.  These,  of  course,  have  varied  in 
length.  I  have  used  the  time  at  my  disposal  in  such  ways 
as  seemed  to  me  for  the  greatest  interest  of  all  the 
schools.  Some  schools  need  more  attention,  others  less, 
and  I  have  endeavored  to  arrange  my  visits  accordingly. 
I  have  attended  two  conferences  of  the  superintendents 
of  the  state,  the  meeting  of  the  State  Teachers'  Associa- 
tion, and  two  institutes  held  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Instruction.  I  have  twice  met  for  conference  with 
the  local  school  board.  I  have  succeeded  in  getting  the 
teachers  together  for  one  local  meeting.  Upon  invitation 
I  gave  a  talk  on  school  matters  before  the  Loudon  Center 
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grange.  My  work  in  method  and  detail  has  been  carried 
on  much  as  outlined  in  my  last  year's  report.  I  have 
found  the  teachers  for  the  most  part  open-minded  and 
willing  to  receive  and  carry  out  suggestions  in  so  far  as 
they  were  able.  I  wish  to  thank  them  for  their  loyalty 
and  their  graciousness  in  this  particular. 

In  order  to  have  ideal  schools  we  must  have  ideal 
parents,  ideal  children,  ideal  teachers,  ideal  equipment, 
ideal  physical  conditions,  and  an  ideal  superintendent.  I 
do  not  presume  we  can  attain  unto  any  of  these  ideals. 
However,  it  is  the  business  of  us  all  to  see  to  it  that  every- 
thing is  done  that  is  possible  which  will  help  bring  us 
nearer  these  ideal  conditions.
